Pevelopment of Vast Resources of
Country amd How They Can  be
Turned to  Advancement of Latin-
| Amerlcan  Countries Discussed  at
| Pan-American Conference,

Washington, May 25.—The story of
| how the vast resources of the United
(States may be used to aid Latin-Amer-
|lean republics in clearing away diffi-
|culties the European war has brought,
was told in  part today to * businees
ymen and bankers who represent this
nation at the Pan-American finan-
‘clal conference.

In group conferences delegates from
| 18 countries began explanations to rep-
 resentatives of commercial and filnan-
cial inlerests of the United States of
[their peculiar needs, and Indicated
lin what ways eapital and eredit could
be used to bhest advantage to
|strengthen trade relations. The gen-
jeral ldea expressed was that in the
Southern republics the surplus capital
of the United States would find fer-
tile flelds for investment which must
' bring in the future a closer political
(and commercial union.
| The only general session of the con-
ference today was marked by a dra-
matic speech by Dr, Santiago Perez
'Trinnu. delegate from Colombia, who

|waived the flag of Pan-Americanism,
land declared that this hemisphere
!shnuld be for Americans. He pro-
{posed a new vemsion of the Monroe
| doctrine that would make it impos.
Isihle- for one American nation ty covet
'a foot of a neighbor's territory or in-
vade her soll. It was a speech such
as had not been heard before at the
conference, devoted largely to ques-
tions of commerce and trade, and the
delegates greeted it with long con-
tinued applause,

“let us see,” said Dr. Triana, “tha!
‘the harmony in this continent is
|diaphanous, transparent and clear
without one shadow of doubt. The
inviolability of the continent which
|made it so that the eyes of conquest
{should be closed to outsiders has not
| worked absolutely. I am mot here to
| recaplitulate or to blame—far be it
for me. Wherever redress is possible,
redress should be accomplished,
Whenever in the history of the nation,
redress is not possible, we resign our-
selves to the Imperfections of human-
ity and let bygones be bygones and

ITALY TO BLOCKADIE COAST.

Commerce of Austpian and Albanian

Italian gov-

gary is utilizing several ports on the
Albanian coast for a secret commis-
sariat department, declared a block-
ade today against “that portion of
the Austro-Hungarian coast comprised
between the Italian frontier on the
north to the Montenegrin boundary
on the south, including all islands,
ports, archorages and bavs; also the
Albanian coast from the Montenegrin
Limits on the north to and including
Cape Kiephali on the south."

The declaration specifies the geo-
traphical limits by latitude and lon-
gitude, and adds:

“Vessels belonging to friendly and
neutral powers will be allowed suffi-
cient time to leave the zone, the
amount of time to be determined by
the chief of the naval forces.

“Measures will be taken in con-
formity with the rules of international
law and treaties in existence against
{all  vessels endeavoring to cross,
which succeed in

AGRICULTURAL LIME DEPOSIT.

Discovered on Mountain Above
halla,

Wal-

Anderson Mail.

Superintendent John R. Anderson
is advised by engineers of the pres-
ence of a huge deposit of agricultur-
al lime ca the Blue Ridge railway
right of way between Walhalla and
the tunnel on Stumphouse mountain.
The enginears declare there is a
“whole mountain of lime" up there,

When Vice President Henry W. Mil-
ler and Mr. Shaw, assistant traffic
manager of the Southern Rallway,
were visitors here a few days ago,
Capt. Arderson went with them to
Walhalla and took them out to see
the tunnel. Although Mr. Miller has
been Indirectly connected with the
Blue Ridge railway for many yvears
he had never before seen the tunnel.
He, like his predecessor Col. An-
drews, longs for the building of the
road over the mountains to Knoxville.

While the party of gentlemen were
at the tunnel they were advised of
the discovery of the deposit of ag-
ricultural line. The right of way
| of the railroad to the tunnel splita
the deposit In two, and if the deposit
Is sufficient In size to warrant the
building of a line the officials may
undertake to do this, There has been

a scarcity ¢ «gricultural lime in
South Carolil. for some time, it is
understood, and it may be that the

Blue Ridge has the key to solve the
lime problem for this State.

The railroad company wants more
stone to ballast the tracks and the
tracks of the Southern Raiflway, and
the hauling of ballast and lime

may
warrant the building of a spur
track. The distance from Walhalla

to the mouth of the tunnel is some-
where between six and eight miles.

There is plenty of stone, just the
kind the railroads = want for ballast,

When a clergyman adopts in his
pulpit the methods of the prize ring,
